V. P. At well and a number of others 


petitioned to have a sewer laid on Cen- 
ter avenue from Clark 10 Jefferson 
streets, the petitioners setting forth 
that if the city did not have sufficient 
funds to pay for the work, they would 
advance the money. Aid. Abb objected 
to having more sewer work done until 
the extension is made at the east end 
of Main street. He also said that on 
several streets where sewers have been 
laid, comparatively few residents make 
connections with the sewers, and Aid. 
Schenk declared that all 
should be 


compelled to do so. The latter alder- 
man moved that the petition be re- 
ferred to the board of public works 
with power to act, but Aid. Redh'eld 
made an amendment that the work be 
not started until the petitioners se- 
cure the necessary amount to do the 
work and deposit it with the city treas- 
urer. The amendment was carried. 


J. L. Jensen and other taxpayers re- 


monstrated against moving the electric 
light from the corner of Brawley and 
Elk streets to the paper mill road, as 
proposed by the committee. Aid. Red- 
field said that there are now three 
lights in a row on Elk street and one 
of these could bn moved to the middle 
of the block so that it would accommo- 
date the residents. A motion to lay 
the remonstrance on the table was 
carried. 


City Atty. Owen, to whom was re- 


ferred the matter of drawing an ordi- 
nance licensing plumbers and others 
who make water and other connections, 
made a report and presented an ordi- 
nance, which was adopted, the same to 
take effect from and after its passage 
and publication. 
The ordinance pro- 


vides that all who do this kind of work 
must present a petition in writing to 
the clerk and furnish a bond in the 
sum of $500 to $1,000 to keep and main- 
tain their work in good order for the 
period of six months after completion 
and pay an annual license of $10. 
Licensee will be issued for one year 
commencing Jan. 1, 1911. Permits 
must be secured and the ordinance pro- 
vides a penalty for anyone who does 
not camply with the provisions thereof. 


The mayor suggested that it might 


be well to also license people who build 
cement walks, some of which are in 
bad condition. 


A resolution introduced by Aid. Cook 


provided for the transfer of $3,000 
from the road improvement fund and 
$1,800 from the bridge fund to the gen- 
eral fund to pay current expenses. 
The money will be replaced after taxes 
are collected. 
The resolution was 


adopted. The city attorney reported 
relative to benefits and damages as- 
sessed against North Second street 
property for macadamizing that thor- 
oughfare, and said it would be possible 
to issue bonds for one year, payable 
semi-annually. instead of placing the 
amounts in the tax roll to be paid this 
year. He recommended that the lat- 
ter course be pursued, as it would be 
better tor property owners. 


A resolution authorizing that amounts 


for street improvement be spread on 
the tax roll unless paid before the roll 
is made up, was introduced by Aid. 
Port and adopted. Aid. Urowski con- 
tended that the work on North Second 
street is not yet finished, but Aid. Abb 
declared that this could not be fin- 
nished until spring, as explained by the 
comptroller at the last meeting. 


City Atty. Owen recommended that 


the claim of Agnes Martin for alleged 
injuries received on a defective walk 
be settled in full for $100. 
A motion 


by Aid. RedJiekl that that sum be paid 
to her attorneys, Sicklesteel & Pfi finer, 
was carried. 


Comptroller Cunneen reported that 


$156.43 had been paid for the care of 
the city poor during the past month. 


A special council committee and Lin- 


wood town officers presented a written 
report relative to the opening up of a 
new road on the West Side, a distance 
of about five-eights of a mile. 
Aid. 


Schenk said that the work would cost 
about $200. one-halt of which would be 
paid by the city.

platform condemns the extravagant 
use of money for the control of the 
primary or general elections, and pro- 
vides for the enactment of a rigorous 
corrupt practice act and that a viola- 
tion thereof shall forfeit the office.

ors. Chap. 256, Laws of 1893.

These laws were original enactments—not amendments 


to existing laws. The Democratic party took the initiative 
and constructed these laws for the benefit and protection 
of the working people. Whatever legislation along these 
lines has been enacted since have been but amendments 
thereto.

Under our constitution we have three 


independent departments of govern- 
ment, the executive, legislative and 
judicial. It is the theory of our gov- 
ernment, that these department^ are iri- 
lependent of each other, and it is only 
with the greatest reluctance that one 
department ever places a limitation 
upon the powers of any of the other 
departments. 


Tbe court will not inquire into the 


motives of the legislature, nor declare 
any legislative act unreasonable, un- 
iess it can arrive at such conclusion, 
beyond all reasonable doubt. In the 
rest of a legislative act, it cannot be 
declared unconstitutional, unless the 
court can say that it is unconstitution- 
al beyond all reasonable doubt 


Keeping in mind these well recog- 


nized rules, tbe majority of tbe court 
decided that the 20 per cent require- 
ment was not so unreasonable as to be 
invalid. Keeping in mind also, these 
rules which were strictly observed by 
all the members of the court in its 
honest decision by honest and impar- 
tial men, and the further fact that 
some of the court were impelled to 
hold the act invalid and unconstitu- 
tional, and we have a clear understand- 
ing of the character of the 20 per cent 
law. enacted through the manipulations 
of the majority faction of the Repub- 
lican party in this state.

cision of the court -it was the unani- 
mous opinion of all impartial citizens 
of this state, irrespective of party, that 
this law. in its operations upon a mi- 
nority party, \rtis unreasonable.

Opposition to sumptuary legislation 


has ever been one of tbe cardinal prin- 
ciples of the Democratic party. It has 
been a plank in national and state plat- 
forms. It was in tbe state platforms 
of 1890 and 1892. and in the national 
platform of 1892. 
In both of these 


years Wisconsin went overwhelmingly 
Democratic, and in 1892 Mr. Cleveland 
was elected president of the United 
States, Wisconsin giving its electoral 
vote at that time to Mr. Cleveland. The 
people of Wisconsin have spoken most 
emphatically at the polls in opposition 
to paternalism. 
They have registered 


their opposition to trying to regulate 
by law their habits: as to what they 
should eat and drink: how they should 
educate their children, etc. With them 
it is a question of principle, and if tbe 
question is again squarely submitted 
for their determination they will un- 
doubtedly speak as decisively as they 
did the last time it was an issue, name- 
ly, in 1S90. 


Local option, so-called, is now a law 


of the state and should be repealed. It 
is as wrong in principle as county op- 
tion. It is merely an entering wedge 
to prohibition and is only different In 
degree from county option. Home rule 
is not applicable to this question. It i* 
just as foreign to the subject as it 
would be to relegate the decision of 
capital punishment or imprisonment for 
life for murder to local determination. 
These are questions that should be d» 
cided by the state legislature.

The Prohibitionists are consistent la 


their position on the liquor question 
and are therefore entitle to respect. 
They are not in favor of local option, 
county option or any other option, but 
boldly stand for state prohibition— 
that is the honest, truthful Prohibi- 
tionist.

momentum to carry him. 
When a 


puff of wrnd caught him he drifted 
sideways, still driving at tremendous 
speed, and crashed head foremost in- 
to a telegraph pole. 


The pole was 14 inches thick, but 


he broke it in three pieces as if It 
had been a toothpick. 


In addition to L«e Blanc's accident, 


the program was marred by a serious | 
mishap to Walter Brookins of the 
Wright team, who had taken up the 
new "baby" Wright racer for the first 
time. 


Brookins was just coming around 


the turn into the homestretcli for a 
trial circle preparatory to entering 
Into tbe Gordon Bennett race when 
four of his eight cylinders ceased 
firing- 


Driven by the wind and his engine, 


he came hurtling through the air at 
such tremendous speed that when he 
touched the earth his front wheels 
and forward frame collapsed and he 
was buried under its debris. Neither 
of the men were badly hurt.

LIMELIGHT 


WELLMAN OF BALLOON FAME 


Walter Wellman. who failed in his daring at- 


tempt to cross the Atlantic In the big dirigible 
balloon America has had a career of thrilling 
adventure. 
He wan born In Mentor, Ohio, No- 


vember 3, 1850, and Is of English descent. When 
(Ween years old he established a paper at Sut- 
ton, Neb. In 187C he went to Philadelphia and 
abandoned the country newspaper field for the 
metropolitan. He had barely attained his major- 
ity when he established the Cincinnati Evening 
Post. Soon afterward he became a free lance In 
journalism. 


In the early pighl ies for a \ ear or two be was 


city editor of the Chicago Herald. He covered 
the legislative sessions at Springfield and was 
sent to Washington as correspondent. 
At the 


national capital he scored frequent newspaper tri- 


lumphs and soon won recognition for his judgment and powers of analysis, 
[particjlarly in reporting political campaigns. 


His first voyage of discovery was made in 1892, when, commissioned by 


the Chicago Herald, he established the spot on »hich Columbus landed on 
"San Salvador. Arctic exploration next cast its lure about Mr. Wellman. In 
fifteen years he made five trips into the frozen north. In 1894 he led an 
•expedition, reaching 81 degrees north. He placed many new Islands on the 
ma;) and made such a valuable collection of scientific data that his second 
(voyage north in 1898 aroused keen interest among geographers. 


In 190G he announced that he would seek the pole by aerial route. He 


[bad a dirigible balloon built and it was taken to Spitsbergen, but it turned 
lout to be defective and the trip that year had to be abandoned. The next 
Vear found Mr. Wellman back at his camp on Dane's island, with a rebuilt 
Walloon 
A start was made September 2. but a furious gale came up and 


idrove the airship back. A landing was made on a glacier. 


Two years later, in 1900, Mr. Wellman was back for the third timevat 


Dane's island with the America, again remofleled. When the start was made, 
after covering 32 miles the equilibrator parted. The big dirigible was towed 
back to its landing place, when a gust of wind carried it careening over the 
Ice hummocks and it exploded. 


The discovery of the pole by Peary took away the main lure of arctic 


-voyages, and Mr. Wellman, turning his thoughts in another direction, an- 
nounced last July that he would try a transatlantic vojage by airship. This 
also proved disastrous after he had covered over 500 miles of the distance 
to Europe. 


In abandoning their craft the crew of the airship America lowered them- 


selves into the lifeboat which swung benaath it. Then they ca»* the life-boat 
off and were afloat on the sea. The airship, relieved of the weight of the life- j 
boa', shot high into the air and was blown away rapidly. The transfer of 
the Wellman party from the life-boat to the steamer Trent, which picked them 
up, was made with great difficulty.

Charles JCing, the author,

LEADER IN PUBLIC AFFAIRS 


One of the recognized leaders in public affairs 


is the Rev. Washington Gladden. For half a cen- 
tury in New York, Massachusetts and Ohio Dr. 
Gladden has been a great influence in the church, 
society and politics. His friends declare that it 
is due to his influence and efforts that public 
morality in Columbus was advanced to a higher 
plane. 


Prior to 1SS4 the state election in Ohio al- 


ways preceded the national election by a month. 
Every four years on this account there was a 
condition of vast turmoil when the different po- 
litical influences were at work. Dr. Gladden was 
pastor of the First Congregational church of Co- 
lumbus when he set at the work of public reform. 


His first appeal was for a change in the elec- 


tion law. He wrote about the evils of the system, 


appealed to public men and sent out a petition for signatures at his own 
expense. A few dollars thus expended enabled him to arouse popular enthu- 
siasm and his point was carried. 


In 1900 Dr. Gladden, to defeat antagonistic interests in the Columbus 


city council, announced himself as an alderaanic candidate and was elected. 
He served two years, taking an active and important part in street railway, 
gas, electric light and interurban policies. 


It took some bravery to attempt to amend the constitution of a great 


state like Ohio, and time and energy to oppose a great political organization, 
tmt Dr. Gladden proved his mettle, and he is generally recognized today as a 
great vital force in the uplifting of important community interests. 


What About Him? 


The talk had gone back and fro, and 


the youthful socialist had been an- 
nouncing that no man ought to get his 
living by cheating, and we all listened 
to him, and agreed that it was dread- 
ful when men and women did not toll 
the truth, but tried to make their liv- 
ing by deceiving people.

j NOW GOVERNOR OF NEW YORK 


Lieutenant Governor Horace White of Syra- 


cuse became governor of the state of New York 
when Charles E. Hughes retired to go upon the 
Supreme court bench at Washington. For three 
months Mr. White will be governor of the Em- 
pire state and, logically, he should succeed him- 
self, the chosen of the people. But, though unani- 
mously nominated two years ago for lieutenant 
governoi. his name was not even mentioned at 
the recent nominating convention at Saratoga. 
The new governor will do his work for a brief 
three months. *>ut his political career, once so 
brilliantly premising, his friends feel, is closed 
in all probability. 


Belonging to one of the most prominent and 


respected families in the state, possessing all the 
advantages of education and social position and 


wealth, with a record of 13 years in the state senate and with the reputation 
of an orator and genial gentleman of the most polished manners. Governor 
White, at the age of forty-five, finds himself beyond the pale so far as further 
political preferment Is concerned, although there may come a rehabilitation 
and a restoration to public favor in years hroce. 


And all this because of his lamentable connection with the People's Mu- 


tual Life Association and League of Syracuse. 
Mr. White all along has 


maintained that he did no wrong and that what he did was in bis capacity 
as legal adviser, but to the skirts of the lieutenant governor has clung 
enough of the onus of the transaction to injure his immediate future politi- 
cally.
